(1) A telephone pole line in EAST FOURTH STREET from Oomal Street to Oonoho Street,

the oenterllne of which pole line shall bs Si feet north of and parallel to the monument
line on East 4th Street, which location will put said pole line 1$ feet north of the
north curb line of flaet 4th Street as established by a curb return at Oomal Street.

THAT the work and oonstmotion of said pole lines, Including the exoavatlon of the

streete and the restoration and maintenance of said streets after eaid pole lines havs
been constructed, shall be under the supervieion and direction of the City Manager, and

in aooordanoe with the ordlnanoee and regulations of the City of Austin governing euoh
oonetruction.

(1) A *M" gae main In NSW YORK AVENUE, beginning at a point 15 feet eouth of and 83
feet west of the intersection of the north line of New York Avenue and the west line of
Lsona Street;

Thence in a westerly direction with the oenterllne of said gae main, which oenterllne
ehall be 10 feet eouth of and parallel to the north line of said New York Avenue, for a
distance of 300 feet*

Said gas main described above shall have a oover of not less than S feet*
The Texas Public Service Oompany Is hereby put upon notice that the Olty of Austin

does not guarantee that the space assigned above Is clear from other underground utilities ,
but Is based upon the best records we have at hand, and that the minimum depth stated does

not have any referenoe to the fact that greater depthe may be required at special points*

When the Texas Public Service Oompany requires definite Information upon the ground as to

elevations or working points from which to bass the location of their assignments, they

shall apply to the Olty Engineering Department not lose than three (3) days before euoh
Information la required* The Texas Public Service Oompany la further put upon notice that

they will be required to bear the expense of repairs or replacement of any underground

utility damaged during the construction of lines named In this resolution*

AND THAT whenever pavement Is cut In the vicinity of a fire plug, water must be used

at Intervals during the oouree of backfilling of the ditches*

THAT the work and laying of said gas mains, including the excavation In the streets

and the restoration and maintenance of said etreets after said mains have been laid, shall
be under the supervision and direction of the Olty Manager, and under all the pertinent

terms and conditions of the certain franchise granted to said company by the Olty of Austin*

The resolution was adopted by the following vote: Ayes, Oounollmen Alford, Bartholomew,
Qlllls, Mayor Miller, and Councilman Wolf, g; nays, none*

Councilman Olllls moved that the Oounoll rescind Its action at the last meeting dlr- i
eotlng the Olty Manager to sell Lot 4t Blook 139, located at the comer of llth and Red j

River Streets, to Joe Sandgarten. The motion carried by the following vote: Ayes, Ooun- j

oilmen Alford, Bartholomew! Glllls,Mayor Miller, and Councilman Wolf, 55 nays, none*

Councilman Gillie then moved that the Olty Manager be directed to sell, by metes and j

bounds, only that portion of Lot 4, Blook 139, located at the oorner of llth and Red River •

Streets, which can be sold without Interfering with any sewer line or the bed of Waller !
